Troutt to se/f lounge

The ownership of Terry’s 
Lounge in Romulus will have 
to change hands soon 

The lounge, currently under 
the ownership of Rorriulus 
Mayor. Terry L. Troutt. has 
been ordered sold by the 
Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission (MLCC). or face 
a revocation in May of the 
liquor license owned by 
Troutt. 

“I knew’ when I was elected 
mayor that I would have to get 
rid of the lounge,” Troutt said 
earlier this week. “I’ve been 
working on it, but have had 
some difficulty in obtaining a 
fair price on the place. 

TROUTT HAS operated the 
lounge on Middlebelt and 
Northline roads since 1963. 
when he obtained a liquor 
license from the former 
Romulus Township Board of 
Trustees. 

“At that time. 1 built it as 
social security and a 
retirement fund.” he said. “I 
have no pension coming ” 

The 54-year-old mayor had 
worked for the old Kaiser 
Frazer Corp until the old 
plant in Ypsilanti closed down 
in the late 1940’s. 

At that time, he was out of a 
job and without any pension 
credits 

HE JOINED forces with a 
Democratic coalition which 
swept into office in the mid- 
50s. the time he first took the 
Romulus Township super- 
visor’s post. 

His election coincided with 
elections in Nankin Township 
and Taylor which entrenched 
the Democrats in Western 
Wayne County 

"I had intended to operate 
the lounge after I left public 
office in 1964,” Troutt said. 


"And I did. until I decided to 
run for mayor. 

“Now, it’s been a good year 
since I ve been behind the bar. 
and I've had a manager 
running the place for me.”

A multi-faceted community 
task force in Romulus intends 
to “Light the Way” back to 
night-time sports in the city. 

The task force, headed by 
businessmen and community 
leaders, intends to raise 
$100,000 to help light a softball 
diamond in Elmer Johnson 
Park, the Romulus High 
School football field, and 
possibly, a little league 
baseball diamond at the 
Johnson Park. 

The project is backed by the 
Romulus administration, city 
council, recreation com- 
mission, school board, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, 
VFW Auxiliary. Rotary Club, 
Progressive Club, Softball 
Club, Little League, Romulus 
Athletic Club, Kiwanis Club, 
Jaycees, Romulus 
Democratic Club, the 
Romulus Civil Defense, and 
area Boy Scout Troops, Cub 
Packs, churches and PTAs. 

“THIS IS the first time that 
all of Romulus’ service clubs 
have united together under 
one roof for a goal of positive 
community action,” Mel 
Morgan said. “In setting this 
priority for our youths, we 
expect to put Romulus in the 
forefront of united community 
action. 

“This is our community’s 
first united effort, and has 
given us new' optimism for 
Romulus.” 

The drive was kicked-off at 
a special meeting in the 
Romulus City Hall last week. 
More than 40 representatives 
of service clubs and the city 
government attended to 
discuss plans for lighting the 
field. 

The first official function 
o’* the *ask fore* -to he known 
as the Romulu* j oris Fund 
Development Co dttee, will 
be a “Light the Way Ball” 
scheduled for March 8 at the 
UAW Local 157 Hall, 29841 Van 
Born Rd., Romulus.

Donald Ellis representing 
the Romulus VFW Post 9568, 
will chair the dance com- 
mittee. 

In addition, the group in- 
tends to solicit donations from 
the many service clubs and to 
request funds from 
businesses. 

“AT ONE time, we had 
nearly $25,000 pledged toward 
this project,” Morgan said. 
“But the group raising the 
funds disintegrated before we 
could get any lights up.”

Coal and steam generators designed 
to manufacture electricity by Edison 
can’t be shut down during night-time 
hours.

City to meet with Huron officials on drainage

It’s possible that the spring of 1977 or 1978 
won’t find Romulus looking like the 
“Louisiana Bayou.” 

Officials of Romulus and Huron Township 
will meet tonight to discuss a comprehensive 
storm drainage program for the two com- 
munities which will feature a 200-foot wide 
“interceptor drain” running north and south 
between the Huron River and Van Born Road 
in Romulus. 

Mayor Terry L. Troutt has called the 
meeting between the Romulus ad- 
ministration. and city council, the Huron 
Township Board of Trustees, Romulus’ 
engineers and engineering consultants, legal 
advisors and bonding counsel to discuss what 
could amount to a $25 million comprehensive, 
storm drainage program, which will benefit 
both communities.

"THERE’S TALK now of improving the 
creeks draining Romulus through Taylor and 
into the downriver communities,” Troutt 
said. “I’ve been informed by the county that 
the improvement, if implemented, would cost 
Romulus $17 million over many years, while 
not really helping the community.” 

The program, which calls for widening 
three basins, including the Ecorse Creek 
which flows through Romulus to Lake Erie, is 
in the discussion stage by the Wayne County 
Drain Commission. 

If approved, the city would be committed to 


pay for its share— in effect "locking it in” to a 
program which calls for Romulus to pay 
regular maintenance bills for drains flowing 
through other communities, the mayor said 

“Our problem in Romulus is being at the 
end of the drainage basin for the Detroit 
River,” he added. “We can improve our 
ditches all we want, but if the creeks carrying 
water to the river aren’t improved, there’s no 
place for the water to go. 

"SO, IN THE heavy rains and heavy 
thaw'ing, water just sits in ditches, w aiting to 


run into the river w hen the other communities 
drain ” 

Troutt would like the city and the township 
to join in a mutual drainage effort which 
would see each maintain its own storm 
drainage system with millage. rather than 
fiaying the county "drain assessment.” 

This plan has been in discussion for many 
years,” he said "But along the way it got 
stalled 

“I’d like to see it revived now . so we don’t 
have to join with the county in the other 
project ’’ 


TROUTT 11 \S received preliminary word 
from the Wayne County Drain Commission to 
obtain jurisdiction over city drains— a move 
which will save the average homeowmer 
money 

"Right now every citizen pays a county 
assessment for drains based on acreage to be 
drained,” the mayor said "That means a 
farmer with 40 acres of land pays the same as 
a factory with a 40 acre parking lot. 

"It’s unfair, because the farmer’s land 
absorbs water, while all the water from the 
parking lot runs into the storms, and burdens 
the system a great deal more 

“I’d like to see the city take over the system 
and charge for drain maintenance based on 
millage, so everyone pays based on their 
land’s value, rather than on their acreace.

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Huron sewer dispute 
reaching a stalemate

Huron Township and the 
federal government are at a 
stand-off regarding a $167,750 
grant for the installation of 
sewer line interceptors bet- 
ween Huron and Sumpter 
townships and the City of Flat 
Rock - and the issue may wind 
up snarled in the courts, of- 
ficials said. 

Huron Township supervisor 
George W. Moore may take 
the government and Wayne 
Cqunty to court to obtain the 
federal money and an ad- 
ditional $180,855 in state 


grants he claims are owed the 
township. 

The county is Huron’s grant 
agent and may be sued if it 
fails to clear the grants, 
Moore said 


At that time, Wayne County 
approved the continuation of 
the project despite Sumpter’s 
exit, he added 


ACCORDING TO the 
supervisor, the government 
promised $167,750 to the two 
townships and Flat Rock in 
1967 to defray the cost of the 
sewer line construction, which 
was completed in 1969. 


However, Sumpter backed 
out of the agreement in 1968 
for financial reasons, leaving 
Huron and Flat Rock alone in 
the deal. The sewer connects 
with Sumpter, Moore said. 


In March of 1971, however, 
the federal government told 
Huron Township and Flat 
Rock that they would get 75 
per cent of the grant because 
of Sumpter’s financial non- 
participation in the sewer 
construction. Interceptors 
serve to tie-in several com- 
munities to a single sewer 
line. 


Griffin and Phillip A. Hart and 
Congressman William D. Ford 
on the matter, urging them to 
convince the government to 
allocate the full grant amount 
for the project. 

• IF WE DON’T get all of the 
federal money we’ll lose the 
state grants, too,” Moore said. 


The total amount Huron 
could go in the red is $348,605.

Huron now is trying to get 
Sumpter to sign the contract 
as originally planned, to save 
the grant funds. However, 
Moore feels the government 
should pay up anyway. 

“The federal government 
has made a committment to 
us,” said “We did all it asked 
of us in completing the 
project, and now that it got 
what it wanted (the sewer 
inst Nation) it doesn’t want to 
pay for it. 

“IT SEEMS so ridiculous. 
I’ve been working with Hart, 
Griffin and Congressman 
Ford over the issue but 
nothing is happening. If those 
three put their heads together 
they could resolve this thing in 
15 minutes. 

“Somebody’s just afraid to 
make a decision.” 

Moore said the township 
would go to court and stay 
there until the matter is 
resolved. 

“We have to exhaust every 
legal remedy available to us,” 
be added. “We have to have 
that money, and if they’re not 
willing to pay us, we’ll go to 
court.” 

Moore said the township will 
meet with its attorneys this 
week to discuss the issue.

(Continued from Page A-l) u 
into considera tion 
population and tax base. 

Half the money will be 
returned on a per-capita basis, 
with each community 
receiving approximately $2 
per person, while the 
remaining money would be 
returned at a rate of ap- 
proximately four-tenths of a 
mill. 

THE REMAINING $2.7 
million will be used to finance 
county crime-fighting 
programs now being operated 
with funds from the U S. Law- 
Enforcement Assistance 
Agency. * 

"We found out that our 
programs’ funding will be 
running out within the next 
two years," Fitz Patrick said. 
"We’re hoping for the millage 
in an effort to keep them 
going, and to provide more 
county crime-fighting sup- 
port." 

Huron Township Supervisor 
George Moore, chairman of 
the Wayne County Association 


of Tow nship Supervisors, said 
the millage may help "small 
communities which are 
strapped with expenditures 
for crime fighting." 

"I’m not offering a whole 
hearted endorsement for the 
program. until I see 
everything it entails," Moore 
said at the meeting "But by 
and large, the program sounds 
good, especially for a town- 
ship such as ours which 
spends 22 per cent of its an- 
nual budget ($65,000) on crime 
fighting and police protec- 
tion." 

FITZPATRICK cautioned 
that "this millage, if passed, 
may not be the panacea for 
crime prevention But it 
should keep programs in 


successful operation 

"Crime prevention has been 
a growing concern of the 
suburbs," he added. "It’s a 
problem which transcends 
community lines and adds 
weight to the need for a 
regional police force." 

The board chairman said: 
"Wayne County provides 
many services in this area" 
including the Metro Squad, the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department, the County 
Organized Crime Task Force 
and the Out-county In- 
vestigative Service. 

"In the sheriff’s department 
alone, we have increased the 
strength from 322 to 600 since 
1969. and have increased the 
budget by 99 per cent," he 



added. "This shows the need 
for the millage." 

FITZPATRICK also said the 
millage could be used to 
construct an out-county jail- 
court facility proposed by the 
board of commissioners’ 
architects more than a year 
ago 

"It’s our goal to offer the 
best service possible, without

(Continued from Page A-l) 
minimum of 15 years. 

"In the long run, it’s a 
money-saving feature, 
because now we spend 90 per 
cent of our road funds on 
gravel roads and chloride, 
leaving little money to take 
care of existing roadways," 
the mayor said. "If these 
roads are paved, we'd have 
lower maintenance bills and 
could distribute our funds 
more equitably throughout the 
city." 

TROUTT SAI I) he intends to 
finance the paving program 
with $1 million from the city’s 
major road fund, another 
$500,000 from the local road 


fund and a remaining $500,000 
from the city’s general fund. 

Three-quarters of the 
money would come from the 
city’s gas and weight tax 
revenues from the state. 

"If we want to go with 
asphalt, we’ll have to move 
into it in the near future," 
Troutt said. "It’s cheaper now 
and in good supply. But within 
four or five years the oil 
manufacturing plants may 
change over to eliminate the 
manufacture of asphalt in 
favor of making gasoline 
"Then we could be hurting. 
"So, we have to get the 
material while it’s in supply, 
to make sure all of Romulus’ 
roads are paved."

Drunk drivers killed 1,000 Michiganians 



Part two of three-part series 

LANSING — Imagine being offered a car 
whose brakes waited two or three seconds after 
they were pumped before they would work. 

Add to that no side windows and only a small 
opening to see through the windshield. 

Then add a speedometer designed to trick you 
into believing you were driving slower than you 
really were and soundproofing which prevented 
you from hearing outside noises such as sirens or 
horns 

If you are drunk and driving, that’s exactly the 
kind of car you have. 

ALCOHOL SLOWS reaction time, impairs the 
ability to judge a situation, produces tunnel 
vision, impairs night vision, impairs lateral 
vision, impairs the ability to focus eyes and 
deadens the hearing and the ability to distinguish 
one sound from another. 

That is why it is so dangerous to drink and 
drive, why it is illegal to drink and drive and why 


Alcohol slows reaction time, impairs the ability 
to judge a situation. ..alcohol leads to highway murder 


drunk drivers killed more than 1,000 persons in 
Michigan last year. 

To make matters worse, all of these effects of 
alcohol are present long before a person 
becomes visibly drunk — sick to the stomach, 
unable to walk a straight line with slurred 
speech. 

Dr Edgar Kivela, chief of the Crime Detection 
Division of the State Health Department, has 
spent years studying the drunk driver. He 
described what happens to the driver who drinks 
and then drives in a recent issue of “Michigan’s 
Health,” a publication of the Health Depart- 
ment. 

KIVELA SAID A PERSON is a dangerously 


drunk driver long before he becomes falling 
down drunk. 

“In the past it had been believed by many that 
a person’s driving ability was not impaired 
unless he was obviously drunk,” Kivela said. 
“We find this is a fallacy His driving ability is 
badly impaired long before he actually shows 
any outward signs of alcohol effect.” 

This fact forced a change by Great Britain in 
its driving laws in 1967 Prior to the change, a 
person could not be convicted of drunk driving 
unless he was outwardly erratic in his behavior. 

Such functions as walking and talking are 
motor functions, and these are the last to be 
affected bv alcohol. 


“THESE CLINICAL SYMPTOMS appear 
after a person is no longer a sure or safe driver 
on the highway,” Kivela said* “Alcohol is an 
anasthetic. One of the first things a person loses 
when he uses alcohol is his fine edge of 
judgment.” 

For example, a person loses his ability to judge 
speed. The more he has to drink, the slower it 
seems he is going. A test conducted by Kivela 
showed that persons who, when sober, could stay 
within 23 and 27 miles per hour when trying to go 
25without a speedometer, would go as fast as 35 
when under the influence of alcohol. 

“Unfortunately, their judgment of situation is 
badly impaired, too,” he said. 'Tn other words, if

Land use planning 
will save the U.P. 


Everybody knows what a slum is, don’t 
they? 

Ancient tenements, dirty and unpainted, 
with broken windows and cracked plumbing 
and garbage in the street and rats in the 
alleys, where 200 people live in places 
designed for 20. 

That concept may be fine as far as it goes, 
but as our population sprawls out from the 
inner city it’s only inevitable that we broaden 
that definition to include suburban slums, 
rural slums and yes, cottage slums. 

These are all directly connected with land 
and land use and we raise the point in case 
anyone still thinks that sort of thing shouldn't 
concern us up here in God’s country, far 
removed from the cities and their problems. 
We should be concerned with land and land 
use. and those who aren’t are hiding their 
heads in the sand. 

Newspapers throughout the nation have 
started passing out warnings about a coming 
shortage of usable land . . warnings that 
come befordthat crisis is upon us and the 
critics holler that nobody paid attention while 
there was still time. 

Land for farms, for cities and their 
suburbs, for factories, for highways, for gas 
lines and power lines — and for recreation — 
is disappearing in this country at an alarming 
rate. It’s been estimated that an added three 
million acres will either be built upon, or 
stripped of its cover, in 1974. 

Suburban development, of course, will 
continue to be the biggest land consumer.* And 
as before, the most attractive land to the 
developer will be the easiest to convert — the 
flat to rolling farmland generally directly 
adjoining existing development. 

With this will come new' highw-ay systems, 
new factories drawm by the convenience of 
these transportation networks and by the 
pools of labor housed in the new suburbs. 
Then follows space for schools and other basic 
community facilities, plus sprawling shop- 
ping centers. 

Sad to say, some of the nation’s richest and 
most easily-worked farmland will vanish in 
the process. That’s not exactly a new story. 
Thousands of square miles of fertile soil 
already lie buried beneath vast stretches of 
ranch houses, where the most productive 
consequences today are flower beds and 
ornamental bushes. 

But such cases of over-development are not 
limited to the suburbs. You can find 
similarities in rural and recreational areas in 
the southern part of the state that have been 
pushed far beyond their capacity to carry. 

You can find these “cottage slums” an 
around Houghton Lake and Budd Lake and 
any other number of inland lakes in the center 
part of the state, the inevitable result of 


developers catering to the dreams of urban 
residents to own “a little place up north.” 

A handful of states have reasonably 
adequate land use planning laws and im- 
plementing agencies. If they are not universal 
very soon, and equipped with very tough 
features and sharp enforcement teeth, we 
may be in for a devastation of our land that 
could make the energy crisis a small thing by 
comparison. 

A. Gene Gazlay, director of Michigan’s 
Department of Natural Resources had some 
thoughts on land* use laws when he spoke in 
Escanaba. He noted then: 

“The phrase ‘land use’ bothers many 
people It conjures up frightening visions of 
arbitrary state control over what an owner 
can and cannot do with his land, of vast in- 
creases in public land ownership and many 
other threats, all of which are mostly 
imaginary. 

“We have said — have insisted in fact — 
that the primary responsibility for land use 
planning and management should rest with 
local government, not the state. The state’s 
direct involvement should be limited to a 
relatively few selected areas of high en- 
vironmental sensitivity and or unique natural 
value. 

“It is not our aim or intent to try to halt all 
further economic growth and development in 
the Upper Peninsula, or anywhere else for 
that matter. We do believe that development 
should be orderly and should be based on the 
resource capabilities of the land itself. I think 
our recent actions in connection with the 
Tilden and Groveland mines demonstrates 
unmistakably that we are not obstructionists 
intent on thwarting economic progress. 

“We have seen in southern Michigan the 
sad results of unplanned, unbridled land 
exploitation. Neither you nor we want to 
witness that same dreary march of ugliness, 
congestion and pollution across the face of the 
Upper Peninsula. You have too much of value 
up here to lose. 

“Land use problems may seem remote to 
you in this thinly populated, wild and 
beautiful region The fact that there are right 
now on the market more than 70,000 acres of 
unplatted, unregulated subdivision lots north 
of the Mackinac Bridge suggests that it may 
be later than you think.” 

And that’s the key, right there. It is later 
than w r e think Not too late, fortunately, but 
late enough that we should start now to make 
sure we have effective, local land use and 
zoning laws that not only reflect the will of the 
people who live here, but also to protect their 
land and their heritage from those w-ho would 
over-develop and exploit.

they saw a potentially dangerous situation down 
the road starting to develop or already in 
progress, under normal conditions they would 
slow their speed and approach it with caution. 
With the alcohol effect present, they would be 
less able to recognize this situation as being a 
dangerous condition and on that basis, would 
approach at full speed.” 

THE DRUNK DRIVER also loses his or her 
awareness of the surroundings. Kivela told of 
one man, whose blood later tested at .17 per cent 
alcohol, who killed a woman with his car and 
didn't realize it. 

“This particular individual was interested in 
getting from one place to another and was going 
under a traffic light on a route that he normally 
took,” Kivela said. “He was primarily in- 
terested in getting under this traffic light when it 
was green. 

“As a result, he was concentrating his at-* 
tention and his gaze on the traffic light. It was in 
the evening. A woman walked from the curbing 
across in front of his headlights. He struck her 
with his left ffont fender and killed the woman. 
He had no realization that she had walked in 
front of him. He had no realization that he had 
struck her with his left front fender.” 

The man was chased down by a witness. 

THIS SAME LOSS of ability to determine 
surroundings accounts for drunk drivers who go 
the wrong way on expressways despite warning 
signs — they are so preoccupied with staying on 
the road they don't see the signs. 

Alcohol also impairs night vision. It’s as if the 
driver had put on a pair of sunglasses. 

“In short, in order to see an object, that object 
has to be illuminated to a greater extent than it 
would have to be normally.” Kivela explained. 
“Dimly-lit objects are not seen at all. This is of 
course a particular problem at night, and un- 
fortunately, this is the time when most of the 
drinking drivers are on the road.” 

Again, we are not talking about falling down 
drunk persons w hen we describe these results of 
drinking on driving. 

THESE ARE LOW BLOOD alcohol con- 
centrations we re speaking of now of from .01 to 
.07 per cent, with the .07 being in individuals who 
are accustomed to the effects of alcohol.” 

The legal limit for drunk driving in Michigan is 
10 per cent. 

Even w ith all these impairments, Kivela said a 
person under the influence of alcohol can drive 
home safely if “in the route between where they 
start and home nothing unusual has occurred.” 

“The ones we hear about, read about in the 
papers, the ones who become accident statistics 
— these are the ones where the unusual did oc- 
cur. Then because of the alcohol effect they were 
not able to use their same care, caution, 
prudence and ability to cope with that unusual 
situation.” 

In other words, a person with a couple of 
drinks doesn't hit the brakes as quickly when 
that child darts into thexos4^fy sees the child, 
at all. He doesn’t see the car coining from a side 
street He sees the red lights ahead but it takes a 
couple of seconds to determine they mean cars 
are stopping and he must stop too. 

He is no longer able to handle his automobile 
safely. 

That is why it is so necessary to get the 
drinking driver off the road.

Energy crisis causes 
slow license tag sales 


The energy crisis has 
another victim — Michigan 
license plate tabs 
The energy crunch is the 
main reason Michigan’s tab 
sales are sluggish, according 
to the manager of the 
Belleville branch of the 
Secretary of State office, John 
Barber. Secretary of State 
Richard H Austin has 
predicted “the longest last- 
minute lines in the state’s 
history.” 


Sales of 1974 passenger and 
commercial license tags at the 
Belleville branch are almost 
at a standstill. Barber said. 

As of Jan. 25, the state 
showed a decline of 375,000 
sales from last year on a 
comparable basis, Austin 
said 

“This is a disturbing 
situation because it means 
that we must make up for this 
loss based on average sales of 
between 25,000 and 30,000 


daily,” he added. 

Most of the problems with 
the slow sales, according to 
Barber and Austin stemmed 
from the energy crisis 
Unsteady economy with 
many persons laid off, 
especially in the auto in- 
dustry, is one of the reasons 
for slow sales, Austin said. 
Other reasons include: 
—the possibility of gas 
rationing, which has many 
persons putting off obtaining 


tabs, especially multi-car 
families; 

—the trend toward purchase 
of lighter cars. 

—the problems connected 
with the conversion to no-fault 
auto insurance, with many 
owners still not insured

Q. — Some liquid was spilled 
on our marble table top some 
time ago. It appears that it 
might have etched itself into 
the surface, since no amount 
of rubbing takes it off. Can 
anything be done about this? 

A — Your only chance of 
correcting the condition is 
with marble polishing powder, 
which is sold in some hard- 
ware stores and by most 
marble dealers. If the etching 
iioo deep, voii may be out of 
luck. 


Q. — I put lacquer on the 
brass door knocker on the 
front door of our house a 
couple of years ago. Some of it 

is wearing off and the knob 


lias a messy appearance. How 
can I get the lacquer off and 
must I put on a new coat? 

A — The remaining lacquer 
can be removed by rubbing 
vigorously with lacquer 
Runner. Be careful It’s 
volatile and flammable. You 
can get by with brass polish, 
but after a while, the brass 
w ill begin to tarnish. Lacquer 
is fine if you renew it every 
year or two before it begins to 
Vear off.

Removal of finish 
can be messy job 


Don’t start removing the 
finish from an old piece of 
furniture unless you have 
made up your mind that it’s 
likely to be a messy chore. 

Once in a great while, when 
a wooden object has a single 
coat of varnish or paint on it, 
the finish can be taken off 
quickly and easily with one of 
the wipe on-wipe off types of 
removers. 

Most of the time, however, 
the old finish is made up of 
many coals, applied at dif- 
ferent times over the gears, or 
a series of three coats applied 
on a single occasion. 

EITHER WAY, the removal 
job is almost certain to be 
arduous, involving applying 
the remover, scraping it off 
and, in some cases, using a 
bleach to restore the wood to 
its natural color. 

Troublesome as it is. the 
removal of an old finish can be 
very satisfying, revealing the 
beauty of the wood and the 
chance to refinish it as you 
wish. 

When the new, usually clear 
finish is put on. the result 
more often than not is good 
enough to inspire you to tackle 
a similar job on another piece 
of furniture But when you are 
in the middle of the project, 
you’re likely to have some 
qualms about having started it 
in the first place. 

Varnish remover or paint 
remover; it’s the same thing 
is put on with a brash, applied 
generously with full-flowing 
strokes Use more of the flat of 
the brush than the tips of the 
bristles. The container will tell 
you how long to w r ait for the 
particular brand you are 
Using. It’s usually between 15 
ininutes and half an hour 

AFTER THE waiting 
period, take a putty knife and 
$crape a small portion of the 
$urface. If the old finish, 
wmch will have become 
bubbly and wrinkled, can be 
scraped off fairly easily, go 
ahead with the rest of the 
Surface. 

• If there is to much 
distance and you are able to 

f emove only a little of the 
inish, it means that the 
Remover has not penetrated 


deeply enough or that more 
remover is required. 

Wait another 10 minutes, 
then test again. If it is still 
evident that the finish is not 
coming off. apply another coat 
of the remover right over the 
first one. 

Wait the required time 
period, then begin scraping 
again. Always hold the putty 
knife so that the blade is 
almost horizontal. If held 
vertically, there is a chance 
that the blade will take off 
part of the wood as well as the 
finish 

DESPITE YOUR work and 
your patience, you may find at 
the conclusion of the scraping 
that some color still remains 
in the w'ood. 

Steel wool or sand the 
surface and see if that does 
any good If not, it is 
necessary to use a com- 
mercial bleach unless you 
plan to finish the surface with 
paint rather than a clear 
finish. 

If the wood is to be painted, 
the traces of remaining color 
will not affect the result 

Since both the remover and 
the bleach are chemicals, 
wear gloves when using them.

The Westland Democrat 
wants to eliminate a provision 
of the law, which enables 
candidates for most public 
offices to pay a $100 fee in lieu 
of nominating petitions, 
signed by registered voters. 

“As the law now stands, a 
candidate for county, 
municipal and some state 
offices including senator and 
representative, needs no 


public support at all, just cold 
cash to get his name on the 
ballot,” Faust said. “By 
eliminating that provision, I 
hope we in Michigan can 
achieve at least two major 
objectives: shorten the ballot 
and discourage the influence 
of money in political cam- 
paigns.” 

FAUST ADDED that if a 
Candidate really is serious 
about political office, he or she 
should be willing to obtain 
signatures of supporters on 
nominating petitions. 

“If we are to encourage the 
election of conscientious, 
dedicated legislators, we must

“We wanted to discuss new 
proposals in the areas of 
dispute, except class size, and 
to put them in writing,” 
Houston said. “We also intend 
to take up the matter of the 
calendar relative to making 
up the 12 days lost during the 


teacher strike.” 

Fact finding was ordered by 
Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge James N. Canham, who 
assumed jurisdiction in the 
dispute after ordering the 
teachers back to work, putting 
an end to the 12-day walkout 
on Sept. 26.

The board Thursday was 
presented with the final 
feasibility study, perpared by 
the authority’s financial 
consultants, Arthur Young 
and Company, and a final 
study on projected need for 
hospital care into the 1980s, 
prepared by the University of 
Michigan Department of 
Program and Hospital Ad- 
ministration. 

"II showj there will be a 
need for 150 hospital beds in 
the Taylor area by 1976 and a 
need for the full 232 bed 
hospital by fiscal 1980," said 
PCHA Board Chairman 
Donald J. Pizzimenti. "At the 
same time, the report shows 
that the authority will be more 
than able lo pay for bonds for 
Ihe construction of the 
■hospital.” 

Pizzimenti told the board 
that bids for construction of 
the $22 million health care 
facility in Taylor will be 
opened March 5, and that the 
board will be called in to a 
special meeting March 12 to 
make a "go or no go" decision 
on the hospital. 

"At that time, the board can 
say *yes or no’ to the bids, and 
that will determine whether 
we proceed," Pizzimenti said.

Bill to fight hike 
in local tax rate 


Predicting “exorbitant” 
property tax hikes for 
thousands of Michigan 
homeowners this fall, two 
state senators recently 
proposed legislation giving 
taxpayers ammunition to fight 
the increase. 

Senators John Bowman (D- 
Roseville) and John McCauley 
iD-Wyandotte) are calling for 
a constitutional amendment 
which would require local 
units of government to lower 


the tax rate to prevent tax 
increases as the result of any 
state or county-ordered hike in 
assessments. 

Local units of government 
would be forced to reduce the 
millage sufficiently to offset 
the effect of the assessment. 

“This amendment must be 
approved to enable 
homeowners to avoid the sting 
of an unbearable increase in 
property taxes,” said the 
senators 


The legislators claim 
assessment increases of up to 
13.5 per cent are anticipated in 
several cities in the 
metropolitan area. 

Voters will be able to decide 
on the proposed amendment in 
the 1974 general election if the 
legislature agrees to put the 
issue on the ballot.

Huron farmers 
gain tax relief 


PCHA okays change 
in its pension benefits 


A three-month battle bv 
Kurt Heidmann for pension 
equality in the Peoples 
Community Hospital 
Authority (PCHA) ended last 
night - a success. 

The authority’s board of 
directors Thursday approved 
Heidmann's proposal for 
revamping the salaried 
personnel pension plan. It 
takes from the higher-paid 
personnel to give better 
benefits to the lower salaried 
personnel a PCHA spokesman 
said. 

Heidmann began his battle 
with the authority’s pension 
consultants, the Wyatt 
Company, Nov. 29, when a 
plan was presented to the 
board, which would have paid 
a salaried person in the $55,000 
per year bracket $2,270 per 
month pension for retirement 
at age 65. and a salaried 
person earning $7,000 per year 
for 30 years a $55 monthly 
pension benefit. 

THE PENSION was 
justified to the board by 
comparing percentages of pay 
according to the company, 
which 33ftim ed that the $7,000 
vdarthan would earn 78 


per cent of his salary in 
pension benefits while the 
higher-salaried person would 
earn 49.5 per cent. 

At that time, Heidmann 
said: “Don’t quote per- 
centages to me when a man 
can’t buy eggs on a per- 
centage. 

“Under a proposal such as 
this, you do dishonor to a man 
who has worked 30 years and 
has to go on welfare three 
years into retirement because' 
of his pension plan. 

“I feel a responsibility 
toward these people on the 
lower end.’’ 

THE NEW plan, adopted by 
the board benefits those on the 
lower end of the pay scales. It 
will be upgraded in April. 

Under the new plan, the 
$7,000 per year employe would 
earn $481 in pension while the 
person with $55,600 per year 
salary would earn $1,461 in 
pension. 

“It benefits the people at the 
lower end of the pay scle,” 
Heidmann said. “These are 
the ones who suffer the most 
when they retire.” 

Heidmann also said that 
salaried personnel reitirng 


this year, who would have 
benefited more from the 
Wyatt proposal, have an 
opportunity to choose the best 
plan for them. 

BESIDES IMPROVING the 
pension plan, the board 
unanimously lowered the 
requirements for pension 
benefits at age 65' by requiring 
only five years of work with 
the authority to draw- some 
sort of benefit. 


A tax break for Huron 
Township farmers labeled 
earlier as a “possiblity" by 
township officials has become 
a certainty. 

Huron Township Supervisor 
George W. Moore said the 
township has received per- 
mission from the Wayne 
County Bureau of Taxation to 
allow' farmers to claim a 20 
per cent reduction in property 
taxes 

“This gives our farmers a 
good break,’’ Moore said. “It 
gives them a well-deserved 
advantage because farm land 
too long has been over-taxed 
since it is not located near 
sewer and water line, and 
therefore lower in value than 
developed areas. 

A minimum of 10 to a 
maximum of 80 acres of land 
used for growing produce will 


be eligible for the reduction on 
property taxes, Moore added. 
The farmer is required to have 
his residence on the lapd and 
prove he has grown the 
produce before receiving the 
tax cut at the end of the year, 
he said.

a) General hospitals, except those for criminals and 
those sorely for the treatment ot persons who are men- 
tally ill or have contagious disease, not to exceed six (6) 
stories when the following conditions are met:

(4) Ambulance and delivery areas shall be obscured 
from all residential view with an obscuring wall or fence 
six (6) feet in height. Ingress and egress to the site shall be 
directly from a street. 

(5) All ingress and egress to the off-street parking area, 
for guests, employees, staff, as well as any other uses of 
the facilities, sha’ll be directly from a street. 

b) Doctor’s offices, not to exceed three (3) stories. 

c) Extended care facilities not to exceed two (2) stories 

d) Residence for doctors or nurses not to exceed two (2) 

stories. ... 

Section 6H.2 Parking. The parking requirements herein 
provided shall control over any other provision in this 
ordinance." 

a) Hospital: One parking space for each bed; one 
parking space for each two (2) employees; one parking 
space for each two (2) members of the medical staff. 

b) Doctor’s offices: as required by Section 15.13. 

c) Extended Care Facilities: One parking space for 
each bed; one for each two (2) employees, and one for 
each two (2) members of the medical staff. 

d) Residence for doctors or nurses: One for each 
resident. 

Section 6H.3 Area Bulk & Yard 

a) No hospital shall exceed 6 stories and 60 feet in 
height 

b) No permitted office building shall exceed three (3) 

stories and 35 feet in height. . 

c) No Extended Care Facility or permitted residence 
shall exceed two (2) stories and 25 feet in height. 

d) Every building, except a hospital covered by Section 
6H.1 (a) shall have a set back from any street of at least 50 
feet 

e) There shall be a minimum of 50 feet between all 
buildings on the property or adjacent property lines. 

f ) Residence buildings shall have a minimum floor area 
per unit of 800 square feet. 

g) In the event of conflict between this Section and any 

other provision in this Ordinance, the more restrictive 
provision shall control. . . .
